The  Holy  Prophet’s  Mercy  and 
Kindness  toward  Women

Then  he  instructed  the  servant  to  wait  until  a container  was  taken 
from  the  wife  in  whose  house  he  was,  and  then  he  sent  the  unbroken 
container  to  the  wife  whose  original  container  was  broken,  and  he  left 
the  broken  one  in  the  house  of  the  wife  who  broke  it.”

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‘O  Messenger  of  Allah!  Shall  I bequest  all  my  wealth?5  He  said,  ‘No.5 

He  said,  ‘No.5 1 said,  ‘What  about  one 
third  of  it?5  He  said,  ‘So  be  it  one  third;  and  one  third  is  much.  That 
you  leave  your  heirs  wealthy  is  better  than  leaving  them  as  beggars  who 
beg  from  people  with  their  hands.  Whatever  you  spend  [upon  them]  is 
considered  a charity  [sadaqa],  even  the  morsel  of  food  that  you  raise 
to  your  wife’s  mouth.  Perhaps  Allah  will  elevate  you  and  cause  other 
people  to  benefit  from  you  while  others  are  harmed  by  you.  [It  proved 
true.  Sacd  became  the  commander  of  the  troops  and  numerous  people 
were  benefitted  with  the  spoils  of  war;  many  embraced  Islam  and  the 
disbelievers  were  killed  by  him  and  became  the  losers].55  And  on  that 
day  he  [Sa  d]  only  had  one  daughter.
